"Cy" Keek, who was also manager 
of the club. The first season the 
Reds won nine games and lost fifty- 
six for a percentage of .138, which 
stood as the lowest mark in the Xa- 
tional League 
until 
1809, 
when 


Cleveland won twenty games and 
lost 134 for a percentage of. .130. 


In 1877 only two of the old 'sixty- 


niners' were left—Charles Gould and 
Charles Sweasy.

New York, 
Sept. "30.—That Eu- 


rope's dilapidated finances should be 
bolstered, up as a business proposi- 
tion, good for the American .people, 
rather than as an act of charity, is 
the concensus of 
opinion 
among 


leading banking houses of Wall 
street. 


- -Toxascertain the attitude of fin- 
ancial men toward Europe's situa- 
tion, a number of financial men .were 
asked for their opinions regarding 
European trade. 
The opinion was 


unanimous that goods 
should be 


Sent to Europe on long-time credit, 
until enough goods are produced on 
the other side 
of 
the Atlantic to 


even up trade balances. 


Financial men deny that an em- 


bargo on goods 
going 
to Europe- 


would reduce prices in the 
United 


States, though 
they 
agree 
thai 


American prices 
are .soaring be- 


cause of the cost of living in Eu- 
rope. Tliev contend that prices will 
not drop here until they have come 
down in the most important Euro- 
pean countries, .regardless of the 
surplus supplies which would pile 
up 'here if an embargo were placed. 


As proof of their" assertions/ the 


Wall street economists point to the 
embargo in certain goods, such 
as 


sugar, for example, enormous <juan- 
"tities of which are ready to be ship- 
ped. Some goods are 
already in 


ships, .which cannot be sailed. Ex- 
porters who have bought these goods 
for shipment are simplv holding ont:i 
them. 
; 


OK the other hand, it is pointed 


out that conditions cannot become 
permanently stable in one part ol 
the world until Europe 
is .-.eft led. 


Shipments of food and materials. t< 
Europe which will enable that con- 
tinent to re-establish normal living 
condition, ordinarilv less expensive 
than those of America, will result 
in _an influx of goods to America 
at reduced rates. This would bring 
American costs down permanently. 


Bankers also point out the advan- 


tage of buying credit in Europe -lit 
this time when America would re- 
eivc enormous 
prices 
for goods.

since Europe has no gold to .pay.
